Ministry of Enegry and Mineral Development in Uganda to the tune 
of US$37.5 , the contract has longed been approved for payment.

.” Of course it goes on wanting our bank account number, etc. to 
help transfer the money and promised a large share “for our help”.

As Alabama's chief law 
enforcement officer and the 
father of three young children, I 
am very much aware of, and 
concerned about, juvenile crime 
in Alabama. There are a many 
reasons and circumstances that 
lead our young people to choose 
to commit criminal acts. It is a 
problem that has been dis- 
cussed, studied and debated, but 
not solved. The solution, like 
the . problem, is. complex, 
Whatever the solution, and 
important element is the pres- 
ence of a positive role model. 

Too many of our youth are 
tempted and pressured to make 


the wrong choices to become 
involved in crime and, too often, 
no one is there to help them 
resist. Many of these at-risk 
young people are exposed, on a 
daily basis, to illegal drugs, 
alcohol, theft, gang activity, and 
more. Many of them later say 
that they had come to believe 
these were their only choices. 
MENTOR ALABAMA is. an 
initiative of my office that 
recruits mentors to serve as 
tutors and role models, as 
friends to our young people who 
provide them with consistent, 
positive support to discourage 
them from the wrong choices 
that-will:rob them of their youth 
and destroy their future and to 
redirect them in positive direc- 


n 
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tions. 

According to the National 
Mentoring Partnership. men- 
tored teens are 46 percent less 
likely to become involved with 
drugs, 27 percent less likely to 
begin using alcohol, 37 percent 
less likely to skip class, and 52 
percent less likely to skip 
school. Moreover, they have 
greater confidence in their aca- 
demic performance and are able 
to..get along better. with their 
families. These statistics alone 
make méntoring worthwhile

IRS says Alabamians ahead in e-filing trend 


Alabamians are ahead of the 
national trend when it comes to 
¢-filing tax returns. While the 
Internal Revenue Service is pro- 
jecting that this year, for the first 
time ever, more than half of all 
tax filers nationwide will e-file 
their returns, nearly 66 percent 
of Alabama filers are expected 
to ¢-file - many online, for free. 

In 2003, more than 914,000 
tax. returns were e-filed by 
Alabamians. That’s about 49 
percent of the returns filed that 
year. In 2004, the number rose 
to 51 percent (more than | mil- 
lion returns). For 2005. the IRS 
projects that 1.25 million returns 
= 66 percent - will be ¢-filed. 

According to IRS spokesman 
Dan Boone, there are good rea- 
sons why so many Alabamians 
have traded a pencil for a com- 
puter mouse when it comes to 
doing their taxes. including the 
fact that e-filers. can prepare and 
file both federal and state tax 
returns at the same time. 

“People who try e-filing usu- 
ally never go back to doing 
paper returns,” Boone said. 
“It’s fast, easy. and safe. plus 
you know your return got there 
and .is likely ‘to be error-free. 
And free online’ filing is. avail- 
able for both ‘state and federal 
returns,” 
ap tlow fast i is e-file? Filers who 


deposit “usually have — their 
refunds in two’ weeks or less. 


. “lve even seen e-file refunds 


deposited’ in just 8 days,” said 
Boone, 

And why do e-filed. returns 
have fewer errors? “The com- 
puter software leads you. step- 
by-step and does all the math for 
you.” he said. “E-filed returns 
have an error rate of less than 
half of one’ percent, while up to 
20 percent of paper returns have 
mistakes.”

Mohandas turned sixty in 1930. Born in a small village 
in India on October 2, 1869, he left his home, his wife, 
and his son.to attend law school in Britain when he was 
eighteen. He graduated three years later and, rather 
than staying in Britain, returned to India two days after 
being called to the bar, 


Mohandas agreed. 


As a result, the young lawyer left India in 1893. His first 
exposure to South African racism came shortly after he 
artived; While traveling on a train from Durban to 
Pretoria the conductor told him to leave his first class 
compartment, which he had paid for, as a white person 


An-unspectacular student in school, his classmates and 
teachers remembered him as being extremely shy, 
quiet, and unassuming, After returning to India, he 
established a.law practice that ended with his first case. 
Too shy to question the first witness he faced in.court, 
he refunded his client's fee and closed his office. 


Fortunately, Mohandas discovered that he had a flair for 
writing, so he turned his attention to legal briefs and 
other documents, Two years later, one of his commercial

One of the most desperate spiritual battles of the 21st century will 
be for the hearts of our children.
